Senator La Follette feels th a t the 
co u rt m ight ju st as well have gone

according to th e strict letter of the 
law, a violation of the Sherm an an ­ 
ti-tru st law. Undoubtedly this is the 
popular view, and it is pretty gener­ 
ally conceded that the people usual­ 
ly are fight in their judgm ent about 
big things.

Official reports show’, says Mr. An­ 
derson, thah there are scores of so­ 
cieties, with assets in some cases 
running into ten or twenty millions 
of dollars contributed principally out 
of the hard-earned savings of the 
laboring classes.

wholesale stealing of such funds. It 
has been worked out by the aid of 
higher mathematics, comprehensible 
only to those with actuarial know­ 
ledge.

Wis., Aug. 25.— An er­ 
roneous impression has been given 
bv articles in several state papers' 
which have undertaken to show what j 
the salaries of income tax assessors1 
would be by computing five cents 
on the thousand upon the county a s - i 
sessment 
and 
assuming 
that I 
the sum thus obtained would be the 1 
exact salary of the assessor of in-! 
come. As a m atter of fact, there is , 
nothing in the income tax law which 
requires th at salaries be fixed upon 
this basis. 
Section 1087 of the law provides 
that "The salaries of the assessors 
of ineome and their deputies and as­ 
sistants shall be fixed by the s ta te ; 
tax commission, but such salaries, j 
together wMth the expenses of such 
I assessors and their deputies and as- 
j sistants shall not in any year exceed 
in amount five cents for every thou-j 
sand dollars of the valuation of all 
property as fixed by the tax commis­ 
sion in the state assessment of the 
preceding year." 
Thus it is seen the limitation is 
upon the total am ount which can be 
expended in the state. Certain coun­ 
ties may receive more or less than 
their propositions, and it is not like-! 
ly that the expenses of postage, o f-1 
flee rent, deputies, 
tavellng, 
etc., 
may constitute a larger item than 
the salary of the income tax assessor. 
There la no authority for tho as­ 
sumption that the tax com m ission! 
j will expend all the law allows. On i 
the contrary, the commission will no 
i doubt make every effort to adminis­ 
t e r the law' with the least amount of 
expenditure. 
consistent with thor­ 
o u g h n ess and efficiency. In this con­ 
nection it is to be remembered t h a t , 
the assessors of income will, after j 
January I, perform the duties of sn-* 
pervisors of assessments, and thus 
save the various counties something 
like $35,000 or $40,000, w hich is I 
the estimated aggregate of their sal­ 
aries and expenses for a year. 


MADISON, Wis.. Aug. 25.— Nearly 
300 normal school graduates have 
been enrolled this year with the nor­ 
mal school bureau in the office of 
the state board of normal regents. 
whose purpose is finding positions 
for them in the public schools. In 
these eight months the board has ef­ 
fected a saving for them of $2,000. 
This estimate is based on the fact 
that bad they joined private teach­ 
ers’ agencies and paid the usual fee 
of 5 per cent on their first year's 
salary they would have paid th© $2,- 
000 in such commissions. 
The knowledge that private teach­ 
ers’ agencies thus reduce the salary 
fund of the poorly-paid teaching pro­ 
fession has had milch 
to 
do 
in 
prom ising school boards to ask the 
free 
public 
agencies, like the ap­ 
pointment committee of the univer­ 
sity and the normal school bureau, 
to furnish them with teachers. Many 
superintendents who have visited pri­ 
vate agencies, 
compelling 
teach­ 
ers to pay the 5 per cent commission, 
amounting to from $25 to $50 out of 
their first year’s salary, have since 
been urged to affiliate 
with 
the 
state’s free agencies. 
One of the facts set up against 
private agencies is that some of them 
publish an educational journal which 
can he of real value or injury to the 
superintendent of schools. It is point­ 
ed out in this connection th at if the 
superintendent gets two, three or 
five teachers from such an agency, 
thus giving the agency from $50 to 
$200 it is human nature on the part 
of the editor connected and support­ 
ed by the agency to give highly fav­ 
orable notices for the superintend­ 
ent in the educational journal. 
The two free state agencies which 
are directly serving both the teachers 
and the school boards are the normal 
bureau for the normal graduates and 
the appointment committee of the 
university for the university colloge 
graduates.

“ But it’s not yellow th at makes 
him quit,” says Prof. W atson Burns, 
trainer in general for Jack Johnson. 
Burns is on his -way to Europe to 
help condition Johnson for the anni­ 
hilation of a handsome Saxon, known 
in British pugilistic circles as Bom­ 
bardier Wells, said annhilation be­ 
ing scheduled for the last of Sep­ 
tember. 
Johnson is superstitious, therefore 
he must have Burns with him when 
he is training The black champion 
thinks Burns is a sort of talisman. 
and if he isn't around the training 
quarters th at he (Johnson) 
might 
get licked. But listen to the profes­ 
sor: 
“ If you will glance at the names 
of the negro boxers who have a t­ 
tained prominence you will observe 
that nearly all of them have been 
extremely clever men. Johnson is no 
exception to this rule. In the old 
days Peter Jackson was a very clev­ 
er fellow. So were Dixon and Gans 
and Walcott, also possessed of a deal 
of skill. Everyone knows th at Sam 
Langford is a wonderfully..‘clever 
man. But it is rarely that you will 
find any prominence through what I 
call bulldog tactics. 
“ It seems to me th at men of ray 
race cannot take the punishm ent that 
white men can. They do not seem to 
have as great powers of assimilation. 
For this reason you will frequently 
hear thoughtless persons refer to col­ 
ored boxers as ‘quitters,’ but there 
is little merit, in such a contention. 
“ To my way of looking at it. it is 
a physical fault, rather than a moral 
fault that negro boxers cannot with­ 
stand heavy drubbings. 
“ Young Peter Jackson seemed to 
be one exception to this rule, though 
at that he was 
never 
devoid 
of 
science and skill. 
“Still I think th a t Young Peter 
was the only prominent negro boxer 
who got to the front mainly through 
his ability to take hard usage. 
“ Some persons always considered 
Walcott a very game man, and he 
was. but he couldn’t take a bodv 
beating. 
Walcott had an iron jaw. 
but when his opponents got to his 
stomach Joe did not like the going. 
“ It is strange, indeed, but it is a 
fact th at white lads stand up better 
under a beating than do the black 
men. 
Barring 
probably 
Young 
Peter Jackson,” resumed Burns, “ I 
cannot recall one negro boxer who 
would be called a demon for taking 
it.” 
Taking a different 
tack. 
Burns 
paid a glowing tribute to th e late 
Stanley Ketchel as a hitter. “ He was 
a wonder,” mused Bum s, referring to 
the former champion. “ I think he 
was the greatest free hitter the box­ 
ing game ever knew. Ketchel was 
not an educated hitter, but he had 
the force of a mule s kick in either 
hand. * 
“ I am not telling you any secret 
when I say Johnson feared Ketchel 
more than he ever feared any other 
opponent, not excepting Jim Jeffries.

MAY BE BARRED 


Dairy and Food 
Commis­ 
sion Campaigns to Com­ 
pel Better Compli­ 
ance with Laws 


MADISON, Wis., Aug. 25.— (Spe- 
cial.)— William F. Scott, 
inspector 
for the state dairy and food commis­ 
sion, is making visits to Wisconsin 
cities to compel a better compliance, 
with the new dairy and food laws, 
and particularly of th at statute which 
prohibits the display of food and 
vegetables on the sidewalks unless 
covered. 
Although dealers generally 
are co-operating to insure cleanli­ 
ness In this way, there is still great 
room for Improvement. 
The 
dairy 
and food commission is enforcing its 
powers of prosecution to bring about 
a more ideal condition. 
The new law requiring the cover­ 
ing of food supplies on the sidewalk 
in front of a store contains a provi­ 
sion exempting vegetables and fruits 
which have to be peeled before eat­ 
ing. This provision is considered un­ 
fortunate, and the inspectors point 
to watermelons piled on the sidewalk 
where they are exposed to street con­ 
tamination of various kinds to the 
certain injury to health. There is a 
current belief th at at the next ses­ 
sion of the legislature a bill will be 
promoted to bar all foodstuffs from 
sidewalks. 
If dealers would go beyond th e 
letter of the law and raise their side­ 
walk display above the level of the 
sidewalk a great improvement will 
be made, says Mr. Scott, and every­ 
w h e re he g o e s around the state he 
is urging dealers to take this ad­ 
vanced step. In this campaign of ed­ 
ucation for purer foods, the inspec­ 
tors are having the aid of many care­ 
ful householders who refuse'to buy 
goods that are exposed on the side­ 
walks. 
Copies of the new dairy laws are 
being sent out to health boards and 
others interested by tho thousands 
and nothing is being left undone to 
aid in a general enforcement of the 
laws.
